REMARKS 

Claims 13-19 are pending in the Application. 

In the outstanding Office Action, claims 1 3-1 9 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03 as being 
unpatentable over Yashida (U.S. Patent Number, 4,736,094) in view of Reed (EFTPOS: Electronic 
funds transfer at point of sale, and Howlectrics Electronics and Communications Engineering 
Journal, November/December 1989) and in further view of Wessin et. al (U.S. Patent Number 868, 
376) and Cordonnier ("Smart Codes: The Present and Future Applications and Techniques), 
Electronics and Communication Engineering Journal, October, 1991).
